"The occasion wa& one of the grand 


meetings of the Francis Murphy League 
of that city and neaily five hundred 
persons were present. 
After excellent 


speeches by several members, the chair- 
man called upon Attorney J. W. Bates 
for a few remarks. 
Mr. Bates, began 


his talk with a plea in behalf of 'those 
who had fallen from grace since becom- 
ing members of the club, and asked tLat 
they be given a second trial. He then 
said he wanted to give an experience of 
his own, which had a bearing on this 
side of the question, and spoke as fol- 
lows:" 


" ;I was sitting in my office in Beloit 


one day last week when my thoughts 
turned to some law books which I had 
long desired. 
As a result of my temper- 


.ance resolves I hnd accumulated quite a 
nice sum oi extra cash and decided. I 
would go into. Chicago, Thursday and 
buy them. 
Accordingly, I arrived in 


the Windy City with a large roll of 
money, but one of the first men I met 
was 'one of the boys,' of old acquain- 
tanceship. 
He aaked me in to 'take 


something,' and I surprised him by tak- 
ing-a cigar. 
While we were standing 


there another old friend came in and an- 
other invitation followed, anci. I took a 
glass of pop. 
Others drifted in, and. 


soon my cigars and pop were ao much 
ridiculed that I consented to take a 
glass of ale'. That was the beginning, 
and wine followed the ale, and whisky 
the wine. Then followed the jamboree. 
I was a king pin, because I had plenty 
of 
money. Finally came a fracas, the 


police and a patrol ride, and all ended 
when the stern judge said: 'Forty dol- 
lars or two months in the Bridewell.' " 


' "I hadn't even a postage stamp .left 


and.the workhouse' yawned, before me. 
Then without . money I' was without 
friends.. Everyone who voted .me a 
good fellow while my money lasted for- 
sook me now. Finally a big-hearted 
policeman stepped forward and .said: 
'I'll' giye you another trial, old-boy, and 
T think you'll prove true blue. . Can't I 
telegraph some of your friends?' This 
blue-coated savior then 
telegraphed 


Cham. Ingersoll and Holden Parker at 
home.and they came by'.the., next train, 
settled my tine and when I . emerged 
from prison, encouraged me with the 
greeting, 'Never mind, old fellow, 
but 


cheer up and start again.",' 


.'.'Mr'..' Bates told this story much more 


graphically than it can be written aud 
the tears trickled down his face. The 
pathos of the story affected the • audi- 
ence and many were crying' when the 
narrator reached this Lpoint. , He^ then 
continued:'!.

' "But, friends, I am glad to say that 


this picture is only a dream which came 
to me during a quiet snooze in my office 
and I have not been in Chicago for two 
months.'-" 


"Tho effect of these words upon the 


audience was magical. They saw that 
they had been tricked by a clever word 
painter and the tears were hidden be- 
hind smiles and.the laughter which fol- 
lowed continued fully five minutes." 


"Some one in the rear of the audience 


yelled: 
'Bates, you've been hitting-the 


pipe" which seemed to be the sentiment 
of the crowd judging from the renewed 
laughter which followed."

A Banek of Strlnjt. U»ert by the AnelenU 


to-Keep Account^ 


Dr. Max Uhle, a -distinuished Ger- 


man scientist, has been for many 
years engaged in archaeological ex- 
plorations in Peru. He now returns 
to that country under the auspices of 
tie American Exploration society, for 
the purpose of clearing some of the 
unsolved problems of the ancient civ- 
ilization of the Incas and to complete 
a collection for the museum of the 
University 
of 
California. He 
had 


made a similar collection for the TTni- 
Tersity of Pennsylvania. 
Dr. Uhle 


proposes to remain two years in Peru 
to complete his work. Among other 
important discoveries of Dr. Uhle is 
the kipu.a collection-of knotted strings 
of different colors, which: were used 
by the people of the ancient civiliza- 
tions of Peru, Ecuador and Bolivia for 
the purpose of keeping accounts. They 
had no written language.and no sys- 
tem of figures. .Their arithmetic con- 
sisted solely of little knotted strings. 
Among the primitive-villages of the 
Andes the descendants of the Incas 
depend upon the kipu for keeping ac- 
counts, and Dr. Uhle was so fortunate 
as to discover them in the hands of 
Indi?n herdsmen, who used them so 
skillfully that they are able to make 
a record of every animal, every bushel 
of feed and article of property that is 
intrusted to their care.

TO STOP BLEEDING. 


Kleotrlcltjr 
Now Declared 
to Be the 


Best Belief. 


The arresting of bleeding in surgical 


operations has always been, one of the 
difficulties in certain cases, and the 
electric current has been used before 
this with a Tlew to bringing about that 
condition of heat which is necessary in 
order to cause the blood to clot and so 
act as a block to the mouth of bleeding 
vessels, arresting hemorrhage. 
This, 


indeed, has resulted in the utilization 
of the electric cautery;'as it is called in 
certain operations, the platinum wire 
at a red or almost w.hite heat even sup- 
planting the knife, because it burns 


. through the tissues and at. the same 


time prevents the wound bleeding to 
any great extent. This effect of heat 
.•was, indeed, known to our ancestors, 
•who used red hot irons or boiling pitch] 
to sear the surface pf. the flesh after 
.their operations, -thus causing an im- 
mense amount of suffering to the pa- 
tient, before' the days of chloroform. 
A new adaptation of this use of elec- 
tricity,- for the purpose 'of stopping 
bleeding has been devised by^inclosing 
a platinum wire in a pair of'forceps or 
.other instrument, the wire being insu- 
lated in a bed of burnt pipe clay, and 
as soon as the bleeding vessel is seiz- 
ed by the forceps and compressed in 


s the ordinary way, an electric current 


is turned on, whose effect is so great 
that the tissues and 'the walls of the 
blood .vessels are all agglutinated, so 
that the'blood is no longer able 
to 
pass.

Capital Punlsliment In Jfkpnn. 


Japan is considering the adoption of 


a new method of capital punishment 
by the process of extracting air from 
the death cell, creating a vacuum and 
thus causing death. 
The "death" or 


"vacuum" chamber, as it is to be 
known, is to be an air-tight cell built 
in or adjoining the. prison. 
It is to be 


eight feet in height, ten feet wide and 
ten feet" long. 
The four sides are to 


have each an 
air-tight 
window of 


three-quarters inch plate glass, so that 
the operators, prison and other.offi- 
cials may have an opportunity to wit- 
ness the execution. 
The cell will be 


connected with an air pump, which 
will have a power of causing the ex- 
pulsion of the air.in the cell in:one 
minute and forty seconds, thus acting 
so quickly'as not to allow the victim 
to become suffocated. or -distressed in" 
even the.slightest degree, but, instead, 
causing almost instant death. In fact, 
it was shown when the experiment 
•was tried upon a large St. Bernard dog 
that the animal was dead in a minute 
and a half after the vacuum was com- 
pleted.

B»d for Scotch Salmon Fisheries. 
This has been a bad year for the 


salmon fisheries of Scotland. 
In fact, 


for several years they have just been 
going from bad to worse. In 1895 they 
^Lffrly remune™tive. .That year 
-5,364 boxes were sent to Billingsgate 
(London),but ever since then the quan- 
tity has gradually declined. 
The fol- 


lowing year, 1S96, only 22,435 boxes 
were 
sent, in 1S97 still less 16 2S4 


boxes, and last year, 1S9S, the total 
consignment was' only 14,174, boxes 
As the average for the. eighteen yea"s 
from 1879 was 23,161 boxes, the de- 
crease of last .year is close on 9,000. 
But it ia to be remembered that' the 
whole harvest of Scottish salmon does 
not now, as formerly, go to London. 
A considerable portion of it is now sent 
to other places. 
The returns of rail- 


way and shipping companies are prob- 
ably the most complete, but even these 
only show 1,717 tons forwarded last 
year, against 2.1S4 tons in 1S97.

Institution That Died with tlic Second

*. 
French Empire. 


The -6'ent Guards founded with the 


second empire in 1S70.L The corps dated 
from the time of the' Crimean war, 
•when a visit from Queen Victoria was 
expected. The tallest and finest look- 
ing men and officers were selected from 
the cavalry. 
There were 137 of the 


former and eleven of the latter, but the 
number of men 'was increased to 208. 
Their function was purely decorative, 
and they chiefly served 
within 
the 


palace. What swells the officers were 
in their sky-blue uniform hedight with 
golden lace! The corps had regula- 
tions of their own. They were on no 
account, when on duty, to stir unless 
to salute the emperor or empress, and 
only then when specially, ordered. The 
•worst breach of discipline would have 
been to forget they were to be motion- 
-less as caryatides. 
One 'day Marshal 


Castellane, a vain, old, peppery per- 
sonage, had occasion to see the em- 
peror soon after the creation of the 
Cent Guards. Two of them kept guard 
beside the door opening from the ante- 
.room on the presence chamber. They 
remained in the regulation attitude— 
that is to say, with the right arm hori- 


. 
zontally stretched out and holding a 
musket .by the bayonet. The butt end 
rested oh. the ground. 
The marshal 


•was in uniform.; Furious at not being 
saluted, he asked the one nearest to 
him what it meant. The Cent Guard" 
seemed neither to see nor hear. Cas- 
tellane lost self-restraint and abused 
Mm. Still the soldier remained im- 
passive. ; The irate marshal seat for 
Col. Verley to complain. The colonel 
failed to make him understand that 


j 
approval and not chastisement 
was 


due. Thus the matter was brought be- 
fore the emperor, who gave.the com- 


. plainant a sharp rap on the knuckles 


by expressing his 
pleasure at the 


Spartan attitude of a household guard 
:who was bound to ignore every rank 
but the Imperial.—London Truth.

Mr. Carrow was a 
wealthy 
ranch- 


owner living about twenty-five. miles 


'•north of the place and that the two 


children, had been lacerated by a> lynx 
that -had attacked the boy. and had 
been strangled to death by th'e 
girl. 


."The boy," Mr. Manassa said, . "was 
plas'ing in a swing .in an almond or- 
chardinear the house, when a fero- 
cious lynx sprang upon him and pulled 
him to the ground. A life and death 
struggle then took place-between the 
little fellow and the animal.
